T iis year the members of SADD (students against 

destructive decisions) dressed up as dead people one day 
to demonstrate how many teenagers die from things that are 
easily preventable. Mrs. Chicki used stage makeup to add to 
the effect, she made bullet wounds, slit wrists, and large gouges 
in general. The ‘dead’ students were not allowed to talk to the 
living (except for teachers) all day. Although this was a 
challenge for some, they did it anyway. The reason for death 
was safety'pinned to the shirt of the deceased. A few causes of 
death were drunk driving, carelessness at parties, drug 
overdose, alcohol poisoning, school shootings, and suicide.
